Screw-Worm and Blow-Fly Trouble- 


some to Stockmen in Different 


Parts of Country. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Both the so-called screw-worm and 


the Wow-fly larvae commonly called 
maggots, are pests of prime importance 
to stock raisers. The screw-worm Is 
often confused with the other species, 
especially during the spring and fall 
months. Injury to live stock from mag- 
gots is more widespread "than is that 
dnei to the true screw-worm. In fact, 
this maggot Injury may be found 
among live stock in any state of the 
Union, although it occurs most fre- 
quently in .the warmer portions of the 
country. The true screw-worm inflicts 
enormous losses ;on the stock raisers 
of Texas, Oklahoma, -New Mexico, Arl- 
.zona, and southern California during 
seasons which ,are favorable for its 
development. During the warmer por- 
tions of the year it is never entirely 
absent from this region and ,may also 
cause injury to stock in the other 
Southern states, and as far north as 
Nebraska. 


The screw-worm > is a native of the 


Americas and has been causing trou- 
ble te- stockmen for many years. 
No 


doubt ,it is largely due to this fact 
that cattlemen accept the pest as a 
necessary evil and always count upon 
"doctoring" a certain number of cases 
every year. 


The seasonal 
abundance of 
the 


screw-woriri fly depends largely upon 
climatic conditions. 
The first ap- 


pearance , of:;, adults, -in numbers in 
spring varies from the first of April 
to the middle -of Jnne; according :to the 
latitude and earliness or lateness of the 
season.

The insect 
then gradually Increases In numbers 
TMitll the hot, dry weather of midsum- 
mer, which in Texas usually reduces 
the abundance so that the injury le not 
severe under normal conditions In. the 
months of July and August, unless 
considerable cloudy and rainy weather 
occurs. 
It becomes more numerous 


again in the early fall, especially when 
the weather is warm and showery, and 
its activities are terminated only with 
the advent of heavy frosts. The abun- 
dance of this fly, of course, is depend- 
ent to a large extent upon breeding 
places at hand, but it Is also true that 
a .warm, humid atmosphere is best suit- 
ed to its development. 


GOOD FEED FOR LITTLE PIGS 


Scalding Middlings With Some Milk 


and Sweetened With Molasses IB 


Moot Excellent. 


When pigs are about three weeks 


old they will want to eat more than 
the /milk they can get from their 
mother! 
A small, shallow trough 


should be placed where the sow can- 
not get it. 
Scald some middlings, 


stir and pour in some milk; If the 
milk Is sweet, all the better. Pnt into 
the feed about a tablespoonful of mo- 
lasses. Drive the little pigs carefully 
over the trough. 
They will get the 


odor from the molasses, put their noses 
to the feed, lap it, and begin to eat. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


When there is np snow on the 


ground pullets on the farm ought to 
get a large part of their feed by for- 
aging. Whether they can get it de- 
pends not only upon what food may 
be available but on whether they- have 
Ijeen so distributed as to get the feed 
pn the ^range. To find whether they 
require more is to observe how far 
they range and whether they find feed 
enough to keep them busy most of the 
time, and then to test them further 
by seeing how much they 'eat heartily 
in the morning, and then go foraging, 
and also how much they eat just be- 
fore going to roost at night. Pullets 
that forage well and have the oppor- 
tunity to get plenty of green food, 
worms and bugs cannot be overfed by 
giving 'them what grain they will eat 
up clean. Careful feeders learn just 
how much their flock will take, and so 
avoid wasti* while keeping the birds 
full fed. 


Pullets In confinement should have 


the same ration they will have in the 
winter, and be liberally supplied -with 
the vegetable feeds available at the 
season. Liberal use of these makes it 


Hens.Scratching in Litter for Grain. 
possible to feed grains heavily, to pro- 
mote egg production, and yet keep the 
birds in the best of physical condition. 


A good war-time standard ration Is: 


Mash. 


2 parts cornmeal 
1 part bran 
1 part middlings 
1 part ground oats 
1 part meat • scrap or flsh meal 


Scratch Feed. 


1 part cracked corn . 
1 part heavy oats 


Green Feed. 


Cabbage, sprouted oats or any avail- 


able green vegetable. 
Another good 


ration with less beef scrap <!s as fol- 
lows: 


Mash. 


& parte mixed feed' (bran and mid- 
dling) 


< parts cornraeal 
1 part beef scrap or fish meal 


Scratch Feed. 


1 part cracked corn 


Green Feed. 


Cabbage, sprouted oats or any avail- 


able green vegetable. 


For a moist mash use eight parts of 


mixed feed instead pf five. Sprouted 
oats are recommended as green feed, 
not as preferable to cabbage and other 
green vegetables when these can be 
obtained, but in order to use oats as 
much as possible.

The sec- 
ond year the addition of corn to the 
ration did not increase the size of the 
dally gains, nor did the calves which, 
received corn sell for any more per 
pound than the other calves.

In & fourth experiment 84 calve* 


•which were fed for 112 days m the dry 
lot and then fed 89 days on pasture

NOW FREE OF TUBERCULOSIS 


Pure-Bred Herds That Have Success- 


fully 
Passed Annual Tests Arc 


Placed on Accredited List. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


One hundred and seventy-one herds, 


representing 6.-50 cattle, were quali- 
fied June 1 for the accredited list of 
pure-bred herds of cattle free from tu- 
berculosis which the department of ag- 
riculture is developing to insure dis- 
ease-free sources of pure-bred stocks. 
In order to have his herd accredited 
the owner must comply with uniform 
rules approved by the United States 
department of agriculture and adopted 
by nearly all of the states, which re- 
quire th:it every animal pass at least 
two successful annual tuberculin tests. 
In addition to the number of herds 
mentioned, more than 600 others have 
passed one successful test «n prepara- 
tion for accrediting. One of the many 
advantages of having accredited herds, 
which is proving popular with breed- 
ers, is that the owner may make inter- 
state shipments accompanied by a cer- 
tificate at any time within one year 
without subjecting the animals to fur- 
ther tuberrnlin tests.

It may pay to keep late-hatched pul- 


lets that are well grown for their age 
even thougtt they should not lay until 
midwinter, but an early-hatched pul- 
let that is undersized at this season 
will never make a good hen. To get 
all that is possible out of all the prom- 
ising pullets good care and good feed- 
Ing should be the mle at all stages. 
It Is Impossible to grow pullets care- 
lessly and on short rations until they 
reach the age when they should be 
full grown and mature, and then briny 
them forward quickly by a short 
course of good management. 


A pullet that Is worth keeping as a 


layer Is worth good care and full rattona 
all the time. A pullet that is not con- 
sidered worth keeping should be eatea 
or marketed as soon as she Is eatable. 
The one exception to this is where 
there is more than enough waste feed 
for all the poultry kept. Even then It 
will pay better to sell the unthrifty 
birds as soon as their character is ap- 
parent and to buy gopd, thrifty one* 
to replace them.

Growing chicks should be looked aft- 


er very closely, as overcrowding 13 
liable to happen, owing to the fact 
that the chicks are getting larger and 
need more room. This Is a very im- 
portant point. Care given the flock 
at this _time means a profit; lack of 
care, a 'los,s. 
The three important 


points are (1) fresh air, especially dur- 
ing the night, (2> fresh water at al! 
times and (3) clean quarters. 


In every instance where egg pro- 


duction Is the end sought, the pulleta 
should be put Into winter quarters as 
soon as possible. Their winter quar- 
ters should be ready in advance. At 
this season cockerels should be se- 
lected for next spring's breeders and 
placed by themselves with plenty of 
run if possible. None but strong, vig- 
orous specimens should be selected. 


Culling can be done all through tha 


year, but at no time Is It more profit- 
able than at this season with the grow-

lug flock. All the weaklings should be 
culled at once. This will save feed 
and giv6 the stronger birds that re- 
main room and opportunity to becoma 
more vigorous. The laying hens should 
be gone over again very carefully at 
this time and Inferior ones should b« 
taken out and marketed or eaten. Be- 
sides culling for egg production, look 
out for lice. Hens that have becoma 
too heavy or too light should be dis- 
carded.
